BY  tak¬ 
ing  advantage  of  each  opportunity  that  we  came  across,  we  can  quick¬ 
ly  reach  whatever  goals  we  set  for  ourselves.  Jack  London,  a  noted 
author,  once  said: 

“I  would  rather  be  ashes  that  dust;  I  would  rather  that  my  spark  should 
burn  out  in  brilliant  blaze  than  it  should  be  stifled  by  dry-rot;  /  would 
rather  be  in  a  superb  meteor,  every  atom  of  me  in  magnificent  glow  than 
in  a  sleepy  and  permanent  planet,  the  proper  function  of  man  is  to  live, 
not  to  exist.  ” 

I  share  Mr.  London’s  vision  when  I  say  that  it  is  important  to  grasp 
each  opportunity  as  it  comes  along,  instead  of  waiting  around  and 
watching  it  pass  by.
